Chinese War Ships Are Not to Be 


Molested Here- 


after. 


YOKOHAMA,December IB—[Per steam- 


er Kmpress ol India to Victoria].—A 
singular demonstration of Chinese spirit 
-waa made during the attack on Port 
Arthur. While the main body of the 
Japanese army was devoting ita ener- 
gies to the attack, a Ohinefie force SOOO 
strong was hurriedly Bent from Fu 
Ohow, a town on the weatern coast of 
Liao Tang peninsula, with the object, of 
surprising the email garrison of Japan- 
ese left in charge of Kim Chow. The 
attempt was an utler failure. Although 
heavily outnumbered, tlie Japanese He- 
fenders repulfled the enemy after ft con- 
teat of three houra, before the reinforce- 
ments dispatched by General Oyama 
had time to arrive. . 


Correspondents of Japanese newspa- 


pers tell ghastly and revoltioij stories of 
tiie atrocities i-omnritied by the ChioeBe 
whenever accident has thrown Bmall 
bodies of Japanese soldiers in their 
power. Mnny of these tales are ofhuially 
corroborated with a inmutencas of de- 
tail which leaves no room for rtoub: of 
their authenticity. The mutilations of 
savages npou their victims are not aa 
horrible aa BOUIB which the malignant 
ingenuity of the Ohiuesa has invented. 
After witnessing tlie harrowing spec- 
tacle of a group of hideously dismem- 
bered corpses on the road leading to 
fort Arthur, members of the Japaneeo 
conquering army threw aside all re- 
straint and showed no mercy to those 
-Chinese whom they nest encountered. 
The patience of tho Japanese gave way 
under this provocation and not before.

HYPNOTISM AND CRIME. 


The Former Will Play an Impor- 


tant Part With the Latter.

Hpynotism promises to piny a very 


important part in the future ot criminal 
trials. At least two extraordinary cases 
attributed to that cause have been made 
public recently. One was the case of u 
Rirl at Eau Cluin-. \Via., a Miss Mabel 
Brings, daughter of a well' knowu con- 
tractor who disappeared mysteriously 
from her home and was discovered at 
the house of a Dr. George 1'ickeng, 
whose son Asigail had hypnotized her. 
She was brought home and Dr. i'tckens 
and his son were placed in jail. The curi- 
ous features of the case were that tbe ji'irl 
Tor several weeks remained under the 
hypnotic infiuenrfi, and was only re- 
lieved when by threats and pleadings 
young Picktsufl was persuaded to re- 
lease his control of her; and 
from 


the further fact that, although sepa- 
•ated from the youug man by over 
.hree miles of epace, she being in her 
'ather'3 house and he a prisoner in jail, 
ret ?he waa able while under his iutln- 
mce to tell exactly what he was do- 
oij. The casfl has nuturally attracted 
,he greatest attention, and as the girl 
mri been dreadfully abused . while at 
he Pickeus house, it promises t" be- 
come a celebrated case in court, in 
rhich the subject of hypnotism will be 
iioroughly discussed." Another case 
even more remarkable, perhaps, is the 
jing murder case in Minneapolis, nil 
;he details of which have been fully 
;iveu iu the press dispatches. It would 
ippear that this ia very probably an- 
other case of hypnotism, and undoubt- 
edly the riaim that the murderers of 
Hiss ding were under the hypnotic in- 
fluence of Harry Hay ward will be a 
lea of the defense. 
The plea of hypnotism was set up 


within recent years in a French mur- 
der trial, but, although it was main- 
lined very ably by the attorneys for 
.he defense, it did not suffice to save 
,be murderer's neck from the gnillo- 
ine; whether in this country a differ- 
ent result will follow, of course It is 
inpossfble to say, but it is evident that 
a man should not be punished for 
deeds for winch he is not responsible, 
md it cannot be denied there is such a 
;htng as hypnotism, and that by ita 
means certain persons are able to con- 
';rol their fellows.

A Correspondent Believes It Will 


Bring the Millennium. 


EDITOR 
RSPUIILICAU :--In 
a recent 


issue of your paper you devoted con- 
siderable editorial space to tlie single 
tax. Believing that you are hostile to 
the single tax proposition simply he* 
cause you are not conversant with ita 
merits, and knowing that many of your 
readers need and even desire ''light" on 
this question, I venture a few remarks. 


The single tax IB based upon tlie prop- 


ositions that every man is entitled to all 
that his labor produces, and that all 
men are equally entitled to what God or 
nature, as- you please, has created, an 
well as to what is gained by reason of 
the growth and industry of the com- 
munity of which they are a part. If 
this is not sound doctrine, then the sin- 
gle tar is unsound. 


If tliia be true, and it surely is, no 


ope should he taxed on the products of 
his labor, and no one ?bonld lie permit- 
ted to hold natural opportunities nor to 
absorb values Hint are the result of the 
growth, industry and improvement of 
the whole community, unless he makes 
a fair return to the community for these 
special privilegea. The single tax would, 
therefore, abolish all taxes upon the 
oroducts of labor, would abolish all 
taxes save one, and that a tax upon the 
value of land. This would be a tax not 
on land but upon tlie value of land irre- 
spective of its improvements, and so 
could not fall upon tlie use of land and 
become a tax on labor. 


It would be a tax on ownership of 


land, taking for the benefit of the people 
what would otherwise go to tlie owner 
as rent. This tax would compel men to 
contribute to the support of tbe govern- 
ment, not in proportion to their indus- 
try and frugality, but in proportion to 
the value of the natural opportunities 
they held. 


The man. who holds natural oppor- 


tunities idle would be taxed as much as 
the man who held natural opportuni- 
ties of tbe same value in use. It is 
readily seen that thia would immedi- 
ately destroy iron, lumber, coal, cooper, 
oil and kindred monopolies. The single 
tax, hv taking for the benefitof the pub- 
lic that valuo which attaches to land by 
reaeon of the growth of tbe community, 
would thereby destroy land speculation 
By destroying monopoly and land spec- 
ulation, the single tax would solve the 
labor problem, dissolve the "indue- 
trials," insure labor a just re'urn, and 
make over-production impossible until 
every human want w:ts satisfied. 


The single tax would destroy private 


ownership in land. It claims that land 
is not truly property. Have we any au- 
thority for these statements?

Spinney 
Says There Are 


Things the People 


Not Know. 


The city board of trusteea met iu reg- 


ular cession last night, with all mem- 
bers present. The most important bus- 
iness transacted was the diemisnal of C. 
H. Toy and Firuia Banta, driver and 
nozzleinan respectively of the chemical 
eugiue. After the routine business hud 
been completed, Spinney moved and 
Herring ton seconded that the two men 
be discharged from the employ of the 
city, to take effect on the first ol the 
year. 


Trustee Craycroft asked what the 


charges were, if any. This waa the first 
time, he said, that he had heard of any 
fault with the tiremeu concerned, and 
before voting upon the matter he wished 
to have an investigation by the board. 
President Church expressed the same 
sentiments. "I would like to know the 
reaeon for their discharge; 1 have not 
heard of any," eaid Mr. Church. 


Firma 
lianta. who waa present, 


stepped forward to make a few atate- 
ments. Spinney wanted to shut him 
off, but was unsuccetaful. Banta said 
that this was the first time he had re- 
ceived any official notice tbat he was to 
be discharged, and all that he asked was 
for an investigation. As far as he knew 
the chief of the department was satislied 
with his work. 


Here President Church naked what 


the cnarges were. Spinnev again an- 
swered him by stating that certain 
members of tlie hoard had reasous of 
their own for the diBmiesal, which ht- 
thought tli3 people should not know. 


Chief Hart arose and said that these 


two men had done their work well. At 
no time or place had they been direlict 
in their duty. In justice to the firemen 
atd himself he demanded an investiga- 
tion. If the board dlsiuiaeed the men 
without a public investigation, it would 
appear to the citizens of Fresno that he 
had not done his duty in looking after 
the conduct of the firemen. 


Crayisroft thought that the motion 


was out of order, aa the board ought to 
have an investigation within its own 
body before moving to discharge the 
men. 


Adams replied that the board didn't 


have to prefer charges. It was ttie 
same, he said, as n private citizen who 
had no further u?e tor an employe, and 
could let him go at will. 


C. H. Toy, the discharged driver, here 


asked to say a few word?, and .Spinney 
attempted to cut him off aleo, but W»B 
flgdin imsucceesful. Toy said that he 
understood that he was not working for 
the members of the board,- but for the 
citizens of Fresno, lie was, therefore, 
their employe, and he asked for a fair 
and impartial investigation on the 
grounds that thny had a rigbt to know 
the cause of hia dismissal. 


After considerable more wrangling be- 


tween the members of the board tbe 
motion was put. Herrington, Spinney 
and Adams voted aye, and Craycroft no. 


The chief, of the department waa in- 


stiuctcd to appoint new men tempor- 
arily to fill the vacant places at the first 
of the jrear to serve until the board 
should meet and elect new men.

1 had seen its work ; and knew it was a 
potent influence for good — and was de- 
nounced as a "crank" for doiiig so. The 
lime is past *hen each an act will pro- 
duce euch & result, for none but the 
shallowest pates now fail tu recognize 
the good done by this curious organiza- 
tion, and if there is a danger ahead of it 
it is that of being spoiled by too much 
popularity. 


To me the army has always seemed 


grotesque, and, indeed, it ia so. It 
wears a cap aud belle, but beneath its 
harlcqnin'e headgear is the smiling face 
ol an angel of blessing. It poses as a 
king's fool, but the king it serves is the 
King of kings. It has circled the earth 
will i its tambourines and buss drums, 
but each one has served as the gony to 
summon a hungry human being to diu- 
n3r. Its creed is narrow, but its heart 
of love is as wide aa humanity. The 
world has laughed at it, and in return it 
has wiped the eyes of the world's mouru- 
era. Ita grammar ia weak, but its deeds 
are strong. 


In brief, I forgive the Salvation army 


Uu bass drum for the sake of its' practical 
Christianity. Just why a tambourine 
should he Essential to a soul'u salvation 
I do not know, but whether it is or not I 
would not stop its jingling while it is the 
absurd noise to which hungry men 
march to "square meals" or evil men to 
better living. 


i am glad that General Booth is to be 


received as an honored comer to Fresno. 
Time was not so long ago when he would 
have been received differently, but that 
time is happily past. The world does 
itot always crucify its saviors — except for 
* time.

Speaking of the Salvation Army and 


its work, one not unnaturally turns to 
the tramp question. 
Freeno is full of 


the men of this gentry just now, as is the 
state of California, the United States of 
America and the civilized world. What 
shall be done with them? Those who 
Irauip because they must should not be 
permitted to starve, yet our jails — our 
linal remedy for the social disease — are 
rilled, or rapidly being filled, with them. 
What shall be done? 


in response, I query: Why should 


there nob be a suup house with wood- 
pile adjunct right here in Fresno? If 
men are hungry and will work, let them 
work — and be fed. 
If they are hungry 


and will not work, let them remain hun- 
gry. 1 believe euch an enterprise could 
bt made self sustaining here, as they 
have been in other places. 


Ah, but who would give their lime 


aud energy to such an enterprise, do 
you ask? Not the majority of ue selfish 
folk, be sure; but — what's the matter 
with God_'s tambourined servants of 
mercy doing; thia thing? 1 am not of 
their order, nr>r am I in their councils, 
but here io such manner of highest hu- 
man work as they glorify themselves by 
•doing; and, with the kindly help of the 
citizens of Fresno, why should they not 
make a success here of such a practical 
charity? Isn't the idea worthy of con- 
sideration by all concerned?

In aty- 
ing ao 1 do not rely on my own poor 
judgment, but on the opinions of a con- 
siderable number of people of literary 
taste, judgment and reputation whom 1 
atn fortunate enough to number among 
my acquaintances. Not one of them 
all have I found to pretend that he un- 
derstood some 01 Browning's longer and 
more complicated work, and that which 
they do not comprehend is not compre- 
hensible uy human kind in general, 


I have sat in these Browning clubs 


ere now and listened to explanations of 
the meaning of certain passages of his 
poetry that must have made that gen- 
tleman's spirit smile or weep accord-

.Some of the City Trustees have been 


figuring and calculating for several days 
on the salary list, and when the board 
meets tomorrow night lively times may 
be looked for. The proposition is one 
devoid uf sentimentality, and aims at 
nothing less than a horizontal reduc- 
tion of all salaries paid by the city from 
the highest to the lowest. No one ia to be 
exeepted. The reduction will be about 
20 per cent 
Those who now receive 


$l2u per month will be cut to $100; and 
those who get $100 now will drop to 
$80. The police, who at present roll in 
the luxury of (75 a month, will feel 
the keen edge of the economical knife 
shaving off a clean $ 1» a month, leaving 
them |60. 


The present aalary list now amounts 


to about (1600 a mouth, and if the pro- 
posed reduction goes through without 
any change from the plan of those who 
are backing it, there will be a saving of 
$320 a mouth to the city, and a loan ol 
that amount to those who hold tbe offi- 
ces and positions. There ia determined 
opposition to the reduction, and when 
the trustees meet those who will be af- 
fected by it will no doubt let their voice 
be heard.

There is talk that a still more impor- 


tant change is contemplated. It is not 
with a view of savinc expense ao much 
as to give the city a name abroad and a 
more central 
government at home. 


Fresno is now a city of the fifth class 
It is proposed to make it a city of the 
fourth class. This will render necessary 
some iufportftnt changes in its govern- 
ment. In the first place, there would be 
a mayor elected by the whole city, and 
be would draw a salary of $;t,OOD a year. 
The mayor would stand in tbe same rela- 
tion to the city government as the guv- 
ernor now stands to the state govern- 
ment. He Aould possess the veto power 
but would have no voice in the delibera- 
tions of the council. He would have the 
appointment of several important com- 
mittees. There would be a few other 
changes, and the difference between the 
cost of the government as it ia now and 
the cost under the proposed arrangement 
would be about $7,000 for salaries. 


The change, if made at all, will not be 


made immediately. The people will 
have ample time to think over and to 
discuss the advantages and disadvant- 
ages. The main thing urged in recom- 
mendation of the proposed change ia 
the mayor's veto whereby bad legisla- 
tion, if any should be attempted, and 
various jobs, should any be attempted, 
can be defeated with more certainty 
than at present. It would probably be 
found more difficult under such a gov 
eminent to carry out a gutter ptastei 
job, or an unnecessary chemical engine 
purchase, than under the government of 
a city of the Gfth class. Another advant- 
age would be that tbe police would not be 
under the control of the council, and 
there would be less room for favoritism 
and pulls.

and the Armenians.

Inquiry

the State. 


The controversy between the trustees 


of the Congregational church of this 
city and about thirty Armenian wor- 
shippers who were members of the con 
gregation up to a year ago, waa the sub- 
ject of Gnal inquiry before a mutual 
council of ministers and delegates as- 
sembled in the church last evening. It 
was an open council aud a number of 
members of the regular congregation 
were present. The ministers aud dele- 
gates came from all parts of the state 
south of San Francisco, and formed a 
large and representative gathering. 


The proceedings were opened at 7 30 


p.m. by the Rev. J. K. McLean of Oak- 
land, who called for nominations for 
moderator and scribe. 


Professor Foster of Oakland-was nomi- 


nated moderator aud Rev. H.V. Roin- 
inger of Plymouth avenue church, Oak- 
land, scribe. The temporary nomina- 
tions were subsequently made perma- 
nent. 


After prayer the roll of delegates was 


called and the following pastors and 
delegates from the thirteen churches 
Summoned, responded: 


Sacramento, Rev. C. G. Webster; 


Stockton, Rev. C. I!. Smith, W. 0. 
Ramsay, delegate; Alameda, Rev. W. 
W. Suudder; San Jose, Rev. H. M. 
Tennev; Pomona, Franklin Blade, dele- 
gate; Santa Cruz, Rev. J. A. Cnmm; 
Berkeley, liev. G. 11. Hatch; Oakland, 
Rev. H." V. Romenger, Plymouth ave- 
nue; Rev. M. Willett, Pilgrim; Rev. 
\V. Krear; Profeaeor Foster of the Theo- 
logical seminary; Rev. J. K. Harrison, 
State Home missionary; San Francisco, 
I. H. Morse, delegate. First church; 
Rev. W. 0. Pond, Buthany; Porterville, 
Rev. J. G. Eckles, Mrs. O. M. Lunrean, 
delegate. 


San Diego sent a letter regretting in- 


ability to send a delegate, owing to the 
distance and consequent exptneea of at- 
tending the council. 


Rev. J. K. McLean detailed the 


events which led to the calling of die 
council, referring especially to the reso- 
lutions adopted at the llav conference 
in Oakland last August and" the general 
aaaociation of the Congregational church 
of Central and Northern California held 
in October at Grasd Valley, in leference 
to tho dispute 
between the Fresno 


t;hurch and its former Armenian mem- 
bers, lie drew attention to the fact 
that the aggrieved members were not in 
court except as witnesses, the ii*ul Hiatus 
being the First churches of Oakland and 
Tulare as complainants and the Frcano 
church ae defendant before a mutual 
council. 


The object of the council, as formally 


stated, wass to "investigate charges 
made by certain brethren against the 
Congregational church of Fresno." 


Following ia a 
summary of 
the 


charges: 


1. That the Armenian brethren are 


denied peaceable and worubinful accom- 
modation in the church, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that tbe church waa built 
largely by money furnished from the 
east on their arrival. 


2. That in 1887, by advice of the Rev. 


William Meaerve, then pastor, a deacon 
was selected from among tbe Armenians 
to specially represent that element in 
the membership, but that on the ar- 
rival of a new pastor the deacon eo 
cliosen was not recognized on presenting 
himself at the communion service, and 
waa not allowed to serve; the reubuu 
why be was eo refused and not allowed 
to serve.being because of the fact that he 
way au Armenian. 


3. That tb« present pastor of the 


church, Rev. J. H. Collins, and the 
church itself through sustaining him, 
has, while admitting others indiscrim- 
inately to the church, relused to admit 
Armenian members, the pastor declar- 
ing that if any more were admitted he 
would resign. 


The fourth charge ia that the pastor 


haa refused to admit two young Arme- 
nians after the church had voted to re- 
ceive them into membership. 


Charge five is that Rev. J. H. Collins 


had told Rev. A. Vartanian that ho had 
been counseled by three ministers, two 
of whom he named, that he ought not 
to give any hearing to the Armenians, 
and that both of these ministers denied 
any such interview or any correBpond- 
ence whatever relating to the matter 
with Rev. J.H. Collins. 


Charge six ia that in reply to a letter 


from tbe Armenians to the trustees, on 
the matters in controversy. Rev. J. H. 
Collins wrote a very insulting letter to 
Mr. Joaephian, making injurious and 
unfounded, charges against the Arme- 
nians, and that the trustees treated the 
complaint in a manner which could only 
be regarded aa contempt. 


Change seven was that in pursuance of 


the eamc policy the Armenians had 
been 
ostracised 
and 
discriminated 


against in the matter of seata; alao that 
the ollicersof the church bad instructed 
the ushers not to distribute to any Ar- 
meniana the customary hymn books 
and Biblea. Tbe eighth charge was 
that au Armenian family which had 
paid for a seat six months in advance 
was removed without cause to other 
quarters. 


Charge nine was that Mr. Sinanian 


attempted to take a seat in the church 
on Sunday, January 7, 1894, and waa 
taken hold of by the uaher, and trouble 
ensuing, Mr. Sinanian broke away and 
took a front seat, from wi.ich he was 
forcibly and ignominioualy removed, 
ai;d this for no other reason than that 
he was an Armenian. 


Charge leu was that when a state- 


ment of the facts in controversy waa 
presented by the aggrieved members 
the trustees ignored them, and Mr. Col- 
lins denounced them aa a tiasue of liea. 


Charge eleven waa that a deacon of 


the church called on Rev. A. Varlaniau 
and told him it would be beat for the 
Armenians to tike their names off the 
church roll. 


Charge twelve waa that Rev. J. H. 


Collins had declared that ho would like 
to eee all the Armeniana out of the 
church. 


Charge thirteen was that the names of 


the Armenian members of the church 
were removed from the church rolln 
without an opportunity of being heard 
in their own defense, because of their 
demanding that the dispute be sub- 
mitted to a mutual council. 


Franklin Blade, a delegate from Po- 


mona, asked that tho protest of tho ag- 
grieved members be read. He under- 
stood that euch a protest had been cir- 
culated and had a copy of it himself. 


After some objections tho pretest was 


read. It claimed that the council was 
illegally called ; that tbeaggrievu.l mem- 
bers had enjoyed no rights in the selec- 
tion of tlu: churches or delegates; that 
the Rev. W. C. Pon.l, a member uf tliu 
fount:il, \;-Af (.-xpre^ed himself iio.-ailt; tu 
tlic Ar.nt-uiun:'. an-! that the council is 
iml c i l i n i ;.r iiMui}; to Congregational 
ruit-s.

Deacon Col son Eat next to the pastor 
and whimpered something in Jiis ear, 
evidently in the nature of a caution or 
restraint. 


Mr. Giant read the statement very 


coolly and deliberately, never once 
glancing at the pastor, though the 
words were specially intended for that 
yeutlemau's benefit, and were bitter as 
words could he from one Christian to 
another in a Christian church. Mr. 
(iiant spoke of "contemptible conduct," 
unchristian treatment." "high-handed 
proceedings, such as hail never before 
occurred in a Christian church," "per- 
secution by the pastor," "ill condi- 
tioned i>er£ons," "a pitiful spectacle," 
and eo on. The speaker concluded by 
desiring to know whether this assembly 
of Conjjrt'^ational ministers will indorse 
the course of Mr. Collins or withdraw 
their fellowship from him and refuse to 
sustain the uncongregational and un 
Christian proceedings. 


The statement was received and filed 


without comment. Mr. Collins did not 
say a word, but as Giant retired the pas- 
tor followed the cool little Armenia: 
step by step down the church. 


A long and desultory discussion en- 


sued on the matter of a motion to earn- 
estly invite the "aggrieved members' 
to take part in the proceedings. The 
moderator declined to put the motion 
in this shape, and on an appeal being 
taken he was sustained. The meeting, 
however, approved a motion that a 
committee of five be appointed to con- 
fer with the aggrieved members and re- 
quest them to aid the 
prosecuting 


churches with evidence in support of 
the charges. Messrs. Hatch, Tenney, 
Frear, Kcudder and 
Rominger were 


named as the committee, and they at 
once proceeded to confer with Messrs. 
Tartarian, Jesephian, Giant, Ashda- 
rian and Khahamarian, of the Armen- 
ians.

A Great Industrial Show in Prep- 


aration.

there is to be opened iu the commercial 
capital of Holland au exposition which. 
even in our days of shows of ihe widest 
diversity and extent, may well be called 
unique. 


Under the title of "International Kx- 


hibition of Hotel and Travelling Accom- 
modations," the £ood burners of Am- 
sterdam will hold tin exposition within 
the precincts of their historical t-ity on 
theGuidee Gee, where everything re- 
lating to hotels and travel ft ill be ex- 
hibited. 


That it is to he something more than 


its title would lead une to infer may IHJ 
seen from the fact that iiuioug the sev- 
eral groups of exhibits, cominenorateil 
in the prospectus, are found not only 
those of all kiudss of vehicle of trans- 
portation by land, by water and even 
through the air, hut provision ia also 
made to display all the latest triumphs 
ol general industry, art industry, a team 
and electric engineering, illumination 
and heating, sanitary science, food pro- 
ducts, 
wines, etc., contrivances for 


safety, including lifeboats, 
fireproof 


eafea, burglar alarms, locks and fire ex- 
tinguiahers. There will also be groups 
levoted to geography, gardening, fire, 
life and all other kinds of insurance, 
articles of luxury, literature and illus- 
trations. 


In fact the ambitious Dutchmen have 


made their plans broad enough to in- 
clude- pretty nearly everything tliat 
cuts any sort ot a Ggure in the economy 
of nineteenth century existence. Al- 
ready many applications have boea re- 
ceived from all parts of Europe for space 
in the grounds and buildings behind 
the bealiful national museum in Amster- 
dam, which, by the way, cover an area 
of 160,000 square metres for grounds, 
and 30,000 etmare metres for buildings. 
For space in the buildings $12 
\VKT 


square metre is to be paid, while lor 
exhibiting purposes ia the grounds spe- 
cial arningomenta have to bo made— 
generally from 
$(> to $t(i per square 


metre. All the articles will be ar- 
ranged and classified without regard to 
nationality of exhibitors, and only by 
special requc-it may this rule be depart- 
ed from. 


In the oritiinnl program the time fur 


making an application is limited to No- 
vember 15, ISW, but this limit will nec- 
essarily be somewhat extended in caies 
like the United States. The motive 
power for machinery will be supplied 
by the executive committee on special 
conditions. The Holland lion Kaihvuy 
Company hua granted free transporta- 
tion on its lines for all exhibits to and 
from the exposition, while the company 
working the state railways gives only 
free transportation for exhibits which 
shall be returned at the expiration of 
the exposition. Steamship companies 
are being approached with a view to 
getting reduced rates for exhibits. 
The 


retail sale of all kinds of articles (here 
ia a wide field for American novelties 
and 
products, 
especially California 


wines and raisins) will be specially 
granted in covered streets in the center 
of the ground. 


Award's will be granted by an inter- 


national jury. They will consist ol 
crosses of honor, gold, silver and bronze 
medals, and certificates. A lottery to 
the amount of at least if IOU.OOO will be 
held of articles exclusively bought at 
the exhibition. 


The streets of the world's bazaar (a 


kind of midway plaisance) will be cov- 
ered in by the executive committee, and 
all plans for shops to be erected by con- 
cessionaires are to be submitted to the 
architect of the exposition. The di- 
mensions for tbes* are about 12x9 feet, 
and they are to be let at a rental of 
$200. 


A special feature in thia exhibition 


will be a reproduction of old Holland in 
Amsterdam, the antique buildings iu 
which are about fifteen feet deep,, will 
be let at- the rental of $400 per metre 
frontage; while for the privilege of pur- 
suing s calling or trade therein, ait ad- 
tional sum of from $200 to $000 has to 
be paid. Supplementary space of about 
thirty feet behind these buildings may 
be occupied and built on at the expeuse 
of the lessee. 


Holland haa of lato yeara become a 


^rent center for visitors and tourists 
from all parts of the world, who, aated 
by the somewhat stale beauties of the 
Rhino, Italy and Switzerland, are for- 
ever Reeking "fresh fields and pastures 
new;" and these they find in abund- 
ance in the Knickerbocker's ancestral 
home across the water. 


No better opportunitp could be found 


to advertise a country and it products, 
than to send an exhibit to the fair in t'<» 
commercial capital of Holland, Am

dam. It ia especially PO for Caliiorn.a 
its wine, raisins and other products. 
California may become a competitor on 
the market in different parts of the con- 
tinental Ftiirope. Many other American 
products go tiiere, euch aa coal oil, pork, 
meat, canned goods, wheat and other 
cereals which arc now predominent. 
That would make the grower and the 
iioneat raisin dealer more independent 
from the ruinious combinations or con- 
spiracies of eastern brokers and dealers 
against the California raiain industry. 


To create new markets aud so increase 


the demand ia a more simple, rational, 
cheaper and more practical way for re- 
lief than many of the ideaa given in the 
long and egotistical speeches made iu 
regard to the raisin industry at the dif- 
ferent meetings in Fresno. 


It would be far belter than to spend 


lime and money to work for the impos- 
sibilities; to start a co operation of nil 
the growera of the different raisin dis- 
tricts in order to dictate the prices for 
the market. It would be far better than 
:o origanize a combine of natural an- 
iagonigta (growers and packera), which 
as experience teaches to every business 
man, never will and never can lead to 
my good result. 


To have a display at the above men- 


tioned exposition in order to show what 
the soil can produce in thia climate 
would he of creat benefit for Fresno. 
The bombastic circulars or pamphlets, 
and the misrepresentations by repre- 
sentatives and agents of certain real 
estate dealers or land companies, have 
made a bad impression in Holland and 
eluewliere. It would be a une thing for 
Freeno if the county waa represented on 
bat occasion by pome one acquainted 
,,-ith the habits aud languages of the 
principal European countries, who, by 
experience, could call the attention of 
;he people to the fact, that with small 
ueaua much can be done and su- cess- 
illy. A man who could explain in u 
ruthful way that the principal cause of 
tihire iu California haa to be attributed 
o the En-called promoters, who have no 
other iilea than to make money to tne 
"jgappnintment and detriment of every 
i-ttler or 
investor, and eo promote 


heir own decay and that of the whole 
country.

A CORRESPONDENT'S OPINION OF 


THK JUTTKR. 


He Advocates Shipments to Interior 


PoiiiN and (Jives Hi* Kea- 


soiis for It. 


Kuno?. Kef i-uLicAN.—I read an article 


on the h'rdt pa»e of your issue of last 
Saturday, ou the subject of ''Raiain 
Selling" and note your editorial com- 
ment on same, in which you aay thesug- 
gedtiuud are "based on solid bntinesi 
principles." Xow if yen will allow me 
very respectfully to differ from you in 
your criticisms on thia article, I would 
like to do HO. 


In the first place, it is obvious to any 


intelligent man who reads that article 
that it was inspired by Aew York brok- 
ers or jobbers in raidins, H'ho are anx- 
ious to "pick a plum out of the pie." 
What they su^seit and approve in this 
article id simply thia, viz: that all rail- 
Ins shipped from California eball be 
shipped to two large cities, Chicago and 
New York, and (it goes without saying) 
to be shipped to these same brokers 
(probably the three firms whose names 
figured as prominently as sendersofthe 
joint telegram from New York recently) 
(or them to resell and redistribute all 
over the United States, matting every 
wholesale grocer in the country pay 
tribute to them, to say nothing of the 
tribute which the owner ot the raiaina 
will pay. I suppose theae New York 
raisin brokers will claim that by haviog' 
all the raisins there, they could control 
the prices and realize better figures than 
could be realized otherwise 
llut past 


experience all goea to ahow that the 
very opposite would be the natural re- 
sult, and any California shipper {grower 
or otherwise) who has shipped his rais- 
ins or drieu fruit to Chicago commission 
men for the past few years, can testify 
to what his experience hns been. 


The New York Commercial .Bulletin, 


in the article aliove referred to, claims 
that certain California shippers have 
been doing a "peddling business" in in- 
terior eitiea and towns with "small 
merchants," and that additional freight 
expenses are incurred by these ship- 
ments to interior points- Now I have 
investigated this matter, and I find that 
the several firms of shippers and pack- 
ers in Fresno who ship to interior cities 
other than New York and Chicago, ship 
iu straight carload lota in all casea, and 
that they get the aarae rate of freight to 
these placea in every case that they do 
to New York city; that they eell only to 
wholesale grocers in all cases.and whole- 
eale grocers who are rated all the way 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000, although in 
the article which I quote the Bulletin 
man refers to them as "small mer- 
chants." 


I am informed by leading shippers 


here that they average about $100 a car- 
load more on shipments to these inte- 
rior cities than they do to New York or 
Chicago, the raisin growers being bene- 
fited accordingly. I can hardly imagine 
that any raisin shipper would go to all 
the trouble of keeping track of 50 or 100 
brokers in as many different cities, if he 
could get rid of all this trouble by ship- 
ping the fruit to one house in New York 
and another in Chicago. 


1 would like you, Mr. Editor, aa well as 


the editor of the New York Commercial 
Bulletin, to tell me whv a wholesale 
grocer in Pittsbury or Buffalo,«. Y., 
should not have the privilege of buying 
a car of California rasius at the same 
price and the same terms as a whole- 
sale grocer in New York city; or why 
the owner of raisins in Cclifornia should 
ship a car of raisins straight through 
the city of Buffalo, 500 miles fprther on, 
to New York city, and sell them there 
at a half cent leps, or even, I will gay, 
the Sftnio price as he could have got 
from a wholesale grocer in Buffalo, com- 
pelling the wholesale grocer in Buffalo 
to pay the New York man half a cent 
more and then pay the freight back 
from New York to Buffalo? I have al- 
ways been under the impression that 
the nearer the producer can get to the 
consumer, the better for both. 


The New York Bulletin tries to prove 


that there will be additional freight 
charges connected with shipping to in- 
terior points, while the opposite la Uie 
caae, tor goods shipped back from New 
York to these places must pay local 
freights, while shipments made direct 
to these points only pay the same 
through rate that New York pays, and T 
have it from the best authority that 
none of the several houses here in 
Fresno, who are nbippinK to interior 
points, ahip in anything less than car- 
load lote. 
Tho<?e raisins which are 


shipped from Fresno to points like Buf- 
falo, via the Sunset route, go by rail to 
New Orleans, thence by boat to New 
York city, and are then shipped up into 
the interior, bnt the rate is juet the 
same as though they went all rail, $1 
per 100 poumde through to Buffalo. 


The writer of the "Bulletin" article 


evidently gives the Fresno raisin grow- 
ers credit for a very low order of Intelli- 
gence. He grandly refers to Buffalo 
and Albany wholesale grocers worth a 
million or two dollars an "small mer- 
chants in interior cities," and, further 
on, "small people ot the interior." 1 
wonder how, in his magnificent New 
York city conceit, he views the poor 
Fresno raisin, grower, whom he eo dearly 
(?) loves, and whoso interests are so near 
his heart? 


I clip the following from the Califor- 


nia fruit grower: 


The fight that ia being made against 


the Griffin & Skelley Company in this 
matter of distribution is not only un- 
just, but unwise, for the very parties 
that the Eastern brokers claim they 
are seeking to protect (California pro- 
ducers) are sure to get tbe worst of it 
in the long run. The entire burden 
of lower prices and a slow, poor mar- 
ket at this time will fall upon the pro- 
ducers. We cannot believe that a firm 
that has so much at stake as the Griffin 
& Skelley Company has, beine the 
largest direct handlers of, raisins for 
growers' account, would in any manner 
lay themselves liable to be criticised by 
their competitors. So far us we are able 
to learn, the charges aa published 
flgaiiibt this house are unjust and with- 
out foundation m fact, and we are lead 
to believe that this house will couie out 
of this controversy with flying colors.

It has passed through 
many trying ordeals, owing to the un-

Public pentiment may bus- 
tain them, just as it sustained the 
superstition of the divine right of kinga 
to rule and rob the people; just as it 
sustained for centuries the lawa for the 
burning of heretics; just as it sustains 
today all sorts of laws that interfere 
with the divine right of every man to 
free thought, free speech, free labor,

AN APPEAL CASE 


Involving an important Point of 


Law. 


Judge Harris has affirmed the decision 


of Juatice Cricbton in a case which in- 
volves some pointa of law which labor- 
ers and business men should be familiar 
with. The suit waa brought by William 
Mehrtens against A T. Stevens and 
William Shaw for $133.70 due for labor 
performed in their livery stable in 1891. 
Mr. Mehrtens worked there till that 
amount waa due, and they cave him a 
check for the amount in payment. lie 
was not well posted in the rulea of busi- 
ness, and not needing the money at 
once, he put the check in hia pocket in- 
stead of having it cashed at tbe bank 
Ue kept it two years, and when he pre- 
sented it for payment, there was no 
money at the bank to meet it, those 
who Rave tbe check lm\iiiK bellied up 
their business at tbe bank. 


Sir. Mebrtens brought euit for the 


money, and the defendants pl'-nrfpd tbe 
statute of limitation, section 339 of the 
civil code, claiming that tbe account 
was barred on account of lapse of time. 
Justice Crichton ruled, andJudue Harris 
sustained the rulinu on appeal, that the 
check given for $133.70 was a written 
agreement to pay that amount, and 
therefore was not barred by the statute 
of [imitation.

FRESNO SHOULD RAISE SUGAR 


BEETS. 


The production of sugar from beets IB 


a comparatively new industry, aud haa 
hut receutly passed beyond the experi 
mental stage. It has grown enormously 
in this country, and new fields are be- 
ing sought for its further development 
Reports recently published show that o 
all parts of the United States Ca 
is best suited to the growing of sugar 
beets, and the portions of California 
best adapted are those with a warm 
dry climate, fertile soil and abundance 
of water for irrigation. In the counties 
near the coast the climate of summer 
suits well and the beets make excellent 
growth, but the rains of autumn begin 
too early to allow the harvesting of the 
crop in the best condition. 


Damp or rainy weather is injurious 


to the beets. It robs them of their 
sugar, and thus lessens their value. 
The «rop may have grown to perfection 
and may have retched maturity, and 
yet before it can be disposed of a rain 
nay injure it to the extent of one-quar- 
ter or one-half, and there is danger ol 
total loss. This experience haa been 
met with on the coast this season, and 
the result will be shown in the total out- 
put of sugar from the factories in that 
vicinity. 


The San Joaquin valley haa every 


element of soil and climate to make it 
he leading sugar district of the United 
States. Nothing is lacking 30 far as cli- 
mate, soil and water are concerned. The 
utumns are long and dry, but little 
ain falling before the commencement 
f winter, thus allowing ample time for 
gathei ing the crop. In this respect it 
urpasses the coast counties. The eoil 
a fertile; water is abundant; land is 
lentiful and cheap, and there is noth- 
ng wanting to ui ike it the ideal sugar 
"istrict of the whole country. 


The profits would be greater than the 
ireseut clear returns from any crop now 
aiaed in this valley, except prohablj 
ome of the choice drying fruits. Tin 
mount of augar 
consumed in thii 


ountry ia far in excess of the produc 
on, and the market is strong and will 
emain strong for years. This valley 
hould enter the sugar producing busi- 
eas. There never will be a hetter time 
ir doing so than the present. Grain is 
ow, raiains pay the grower but small re- 
irns at present, the live stock market 
dull, and people who have been en-

The second day's session ol tlie mu- 


tual council now assembled at tbe Con- 


8rep«tional churoh to bear tbe com- 
plaint ol the first church of Otlthnd 
and tue First cbnrcb ol Tutwc against 
the trustees o[ tbe Congregational 
church, enJed with a derision that the 
charges be investigated. 


Thia decision was not readied until a 


late hour in the afternoon. The whole 
ol the mornius and the greater part of 
the afternoon were consumed in execu- 
tive session on the important question 
ol whether the council had any local 
llanding in the case, as its validity had 
been challenged hr the refusal o[ the 
Armenians to take part in the proceed- 


On the proceeding night, notwith 


standing the formal declination of the 
Armenians to recognize the legality of 
the council, a committee of five waa sp- 
K 


inted to meet them and earnestly <o- 
it their co-operation in presenting 


evidence to sustain the charges. The 
committee Eat in conference with five or 
B!I representative Armenians for an 
hour or more after the council ad- 
r 


~ 
rued, but the Armenians could not 
induced to recede from their poai- 


'Tlie difflcnltr thus presented to the 
members of the council was in the na- 
ture of a deadlock aud no other solution 
seemed open at onn time than to dis- 
solve the c.-inncil forthwith. 
But be- 


sides the difficulty between the trustees 
of Hit- church and tbe expelled Arme- 
nians there was another question to be 
determined, namely whether the Fresno 
church, lying under charges, is worthy 
of recognition by the sister Congrega- 
tional churches of the state. 


1'endinn :> decision on the whole «uej- 


tion bv tbe executive committee, the 
pastors and delegates passed the long 
hours chatting in tbe open air outside 
j he church and in admiring the milil 
B-inter climate of Fresno. About 4 p.m. 
it was announced that the committee 
were prepared to report to the council 
and an adjournment was had to the 
church interior, the executive session 
having been held <n tha south hall. 


The moderator called for the commit- 


tee's report, which was presented, aud 
on motion it was decided to investigate 
thecharees against the trustees. The 
Armenians, six or seven in number, 
took their seats in the church without 
comment. Amonii them were Messrs. 
Josephian, 
Ashdarian, Shahamanan, 


Ohanassian, A. Paul and the Ke». A. 


Kev. W.*D. Williams objected to the 


receipt of the Armenian protest and the 
renlv thereto, on several grounds, one 
of which was that M. K. Giant, a 
dgnerof the protest, as an "aggrieved 
nernber," wa3 not a member of the

Before this was done the trustees filed 
, sen»™l answer to the charges. It set 
forth that the church has no knowledge 
of the fact and dues not believe thai the 
pastor or any other member ever re- 
fused to admit any one, Armenian or 
otherwise, if considered worthy. The 
charge thiit two yonng men, who had 
been voted fit to be received into mem- 
bership, were refused fellowship he; 
cau*e ihey were Armenians was de- 
nounced as untrue. The trustees vol- 
unteered to submit the testimony of tbe 
Rev J. H. Collins to disprove tbe fifth 
charee that Mr. Collins had said to Rev. 
A Vartarian that he had been counseled 
by three ministers, two of whom were 
named, not to give any hearing to the 
Armenians 
On the sisth charge, that 


Mr Collins had written an insulting let- 
tor'to Mr. Josephian, the trustees chal- 
lenged production of the correspondence. 
They disclaimed any official knowledge 
of the facts net forth in tbe seventh 
charge, that the Armenians had been 
persistently discriminated against, and 
the customary hymn books and Bible 
not distributed to them. 


In regard to the ninth charge, that 


the Armenians bad been denied seats in 
the church on the same footing with 
ether members of the congregation, the 
trustees answered that the Armenians 
bad of tbeir own accord chosen seats on 
the north «ide oi the church, and that 
several Armenian families (named) have 
regularlv occupied seat! in the body of 
the church without interference from 
tbe ushers. 
, 
In reference to tlie Sinanian case of 


forcible expulsion, the trustees denied 
tbat there bad been any such expulsion, 
and the charge that the complaint of the 
Armenians had been ignored was an- 
swered by tbe statement that the mat- 
ter had occupied tbe attention of tbe 
church members during a special ses- 
sion, at which resolutions were adopted 
censuring ttie conduct of Mr. Sinanian. 


The eleventh charge that Deac-on 


Fowler had said to tbe Rev. A. Var- 
tanian th.it it »-ould be bett for tbe Ar- 
menians to withdraw their names from 
the church rnll was answrreri by an of- 
fer to introiluc-e Mr. Fowler's written 


bad Uie 
original "iormlting" letter 


claimed to have been written him by 
Rev. J. H. Collins, but waa unwilling to 
produce it because the Armenians did 
not desire to recognize the legality ol 
ol tlie council. 
Mr. Collins said he had preserved a 


copy ot the letter and at the request of 
council he read it. 
llev. H. M. Tenney was appointed a 


committee to see Mr. Josephian aud en- 
deavor, if possible, to compare the copy 
with the original, and obtain tbe latter 
if possible or a certified copy ot it. 


A motion to adjourn was voted down, 


and the council proceeded to take up 
the charge that tbe Armenians had been 
discriminated against in the nutter of 
seats in the church and in the dutriou- 
tion of hymn books and Bibles. 


Mr. Ohanishian, who had previously 


spoken, was heard on the subject of tho 
seating of the Armenians iu a particular 
section of the church. 
J R. McKay, one of the ushers of the 


church, denied that he had ever dis- 
criminated 
against the 
Armenians, 


either in the matter ot seating or the 
distribution of 
hymn 
books. 
Mr. 


Ohaniahian insisted that the ushers hud 
tried to seat ell the Armenians on the 
north side ot tbe church. W. A. Conn, 
an usher, corroborated tbe statement of 
Usher McKay. 
In response to a question Deacon Ori- 


son said the Armenians had objected to 
being seated with the Chinese. Mr. 
Ritchie said that in the early days of 
the church the Armenians voluntarily 
took one Bide of the church and the 
Americans the other. There were no 
ushers at that time. II. K. Giant, who 
bad been listening impatiently, here 
fo» and said he had come with the re- 
solve not to testify hut that he could 
stand it no longer. Ho positively di.-- 
clared that both be and Mr. Josephian, 
bis brother in-law, had been seated un- 
der protest beside Chinese, time after 
time. He (Giant) wanted to add that 
he had also been seated at one timo 
near an American who was drunk, and 
he wanted to ask if all Americans were 
decent and respectable. 


D. Keshisyan, an Armenian member 


of the church, said he and bis family 
had never been discriminated against 1:1 
anyway. The Armenians had been in

If any- 
body doubts the truth of thia assertion 
he has but to take a walk out to the 
residence of William Helm on Fresno 
street, and he will be convinced. 


Recently the little aons of Constable 


Shaw were playing in Mr. Helm's yard, 
where there are a number of orange 
trees, when their attention was attracted 
bv the nnmber of bees flying about one 
of the trees. Investigation showed that 
a wanderiug swarm of beea had con- 
cluded to make a hive of the tree, and 
tbat they had done eo very successfully, 
for, interwoven with the branches and 
twigs oi the tree, was a great mass of 
honeycomb filled with its sweet atore. 


The comb, as eeeu by the reporter 


yesterday, is not in a crotch of the true, 
but is attached to the branches at least 
two or three feet from the body of the 
tree. Its chief support is a branch ot 
about one inch in diameter, which runs 
completely through the sweet mass, but 
wherever a smaller branch or tivig has 
stood in the path of the busy insects it 
has been inclosed in the comb. 


The maes of comb is conical in shape, 


and is, perhaps, eighteen inches in 
Ungth.hy a foot in diameter. Itis esti- 
mated that it weigbs from 75 to 100 
pounds. Of course its haae ia constantly 
brown with the tirule 5 little workers, 
who are ptill engaged in laying up their 
atore of food.

A curious appearance 13 presented oy 


a half dozen oranges which have prowu 
on the limbs beyond where it emerges 
trorn the comb. The idea ia apt to oc- 
cur to any one that the oranges should 
be aweet. 
Thia is but one illustration oi the 


faith which the bees have in Freeno 
weather.

There are also ways ol 
reducing expenses besides cutting $10 a 
month off the ealnriea of deputies. 


"The question of depuiiea is one not 


easttv disposed of. The law must b« 
uniform ail over Ihe state. Thia is diffi- 
cult where there are EO many classes of 
counties. The legislature is not the best 
judge of tbe number of deputies needed 
in each oflice. The same number is not 
needed at all times of the year. The 
amount ol business varies. Some years 
more are needed than in others, and 
perhaps more are uecussary iu one part 
5f the year than in another. The plan I 
Imve iu mind will satisfy this condition, 
I think. 1 would have the legislature 
provide euch deputies for each office aa 
are absolutely necessary all the time, 
,ud no more. 1 would delegate to the 
>oard of supervisors power to appoint 
additional deputies from time to tim» 
as needed. For instance, if the tax col- 
lector needs one or more extra deputies 
daring the busy lime of the year, let the 
supervisors appoint them. When they 
are no longer needed let them be dis- 
pensed with". Under this method ther« 
would be 
no deputies except juet 


enough to do the work of the offices by 
putting in full houiB, 


"I would have Ihe law provide es- 


pl'icilly that Ihe supervisors sliould not 


, 
tiike proper notice of the complain 
the Armenians about the treatmen 


under any circumsttiuces have any i 
to who should be the depulies. Tl 
perviGore should allow tbe deputy when 
needed and the oflicer by whom he U 
needed should appoint him, Thia il 
the only sensible way. The supervisor! 
are, the best judges of the number of 
deputies necessary. 
They 
certainly 


could determine this more readily than 
would be posfihle with the legislature. 
While I would take from the supervisor! 
Bomeof tbeir power in road matters, I 
would increase their powers in th; mat- 


T of deputies.
